MURRAY SURPRISED 

Tom Murray, the most desperate 
and regarded as the brains o% the!

night this morning at Centralia, 
Washington, in a rooming house after 
police had been informed of his 
whereabouts by a pal he had met 
while beating his way on a train. 
Murray was armed with the same 
vevolver with which he killed the 
two guards, but was taken and put 
in irons before he had a_ chance 
to offer resistance or attempt oer 
CAUGHT IN CANYON 

The other two, Ellsworth Kelly 
and James Willos were captured this 
afternoon in a canyon near Golden- 
dale, Wash. where they were tracked 
by officers from Portland. The men 
were eating lunch when four of- 
ficers crept up the canyon behind 
them and commanded them to hold 
up their hands. 
HAD PARTED 

Murray and his two ‘companions, it 
seems, had had a quarrel and. decid-

'PLANNED HOLIDAYS 

Murray's capture was brought about 
| by Philip Carson, an idler who had 
been sentenced to thirty days in Port- 
|land but with a suspended sentence 
| provided he left the city. It was on

| cognized Murray, whom he had known 
|before. In a box car the two re- 
newed acquaintances and planned a 
ihold up in Centrailia to provide get- 


away money. Carson pretended to 


agree tp the plan 
| BROUGHT OFFICERS. 

Leaving Murray in a hotel at Cen- 
trali he returned with three officers 
who made ‘the arrest. 

Carson promised to go out and get 
a third man to help in the. stickup 
but instead brought back the three 
officers. Murray was taken com- 
pletely by surprise, this only pre- 
venting a desparate struggle, as Mur- 
ray had sworen never to be taken 
alive. 

TRIAL FOR MURDER. 

Murray has been taken back to 
Salem,and placed in solitary con- 
tinement. His trial/ for the murder 
of the two guards will follow as 
soon as authorities collect sufficient 
evidence. 

Kelly and Willos are on their way 
to Portland and will be returned ‘to 
the penitentary tonight. They will 
also be tried on the charge of, mur- 
dering the guards. |

There is no good reason why bankers, merchants, farmers and 
other business men should ask Congress to lay heavier tax burdens 
on themselves in order to afford relief to the estates of owners 
of tax-exempt securities which avoid taxation during the life of 
their owners. :

Large fortunes thus invested ought to pay estate taxes until the fe- 
deral constitution is amended to permit taxation of their income dur 
ing life of their owners.

One of the principal objections to inheritance taxes is the fact 
that such taxes are frequently levied on the same property by sever- 
al different states as well as by the federal government.

This duplication can be verry 
easily remedied by amending the federal law to provide that credit 
on federal estate taxes shall be given for all inheritance or estates 
taxes paid to states. 


The’ federal law*should also be amended in the interest of 
American business and agriculture by reducing federal estate taxés 
on all property on which the income is now subject to federal taxa- 
tion and by leaving the federal estate tax on tax-free securities to 
stand higher than on those subject to federal income tax.
